PETITION FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF A

Dear Sir: 

Applicant respectfully requests that the holding of abandonment in the 
above referenced application be withdrawn, as the Notice of Allowance, 
Issue Fee Due Notice which began the three month period for response was 
never in fact received. 

The Commissioner has specifically been granted the authority to 
withdraw a holding of abandonment when Applicant adequately 
demonstrates that the Office communication was never received. The 
US Patent and Trademark Office has provided what is required for a 
showing that the communication was never received.
